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MATERIALS: 

J. & P. Coats Tatting-Crochet, Size 70, 
7 balls of White (No. 1) and 2 
balls of Dark Yellow (No. 43) and 
Hunter's Green (No. 48)... % 
yard of yellow organdie . . . Steel 
Crochet Hook No. 14. 

Centerpiece measures 1114 x 17 inches; 
each side piece measures 10 inches 
square. 


FIRST NARCISSUS .. . Starting 
at center with White, ch 6. Join with 
sl st to form ring. 


FIRST PETAL ... Ist row: Ch 3, 
3 dc in ring. Ch 3, turn. 2nd row: 
De in first de, 2 de in next 2 dc, 2 de 
in top of turning chain. Ch 3, turn. 
3rd row: Skip first dc, holding back 
on hook the last loop of each dec, 
make dc in next 3 dc, thread over and 
draw through all loops on hook (2 dc 
decreased), dc in next dc, work off 
next 3 sts as 1 dc. Ch 3, turn. 4th row: 
Skip first dc, work off all other sts as 
1 st. Break off. 


SECOND PETAL ... Attach White 


to ring, ch 3 and complete as for First 
Petal. 
Make 4 more petals in this manner. 


CENTER .... Starting at base with 
Dark Yellow, ch 4. Ist rnd: 6 dc in 
4th ch from hook, sl st in top of 
starting chain. 2nd rnd: Ch 3, de in 
same place as sl st, dc in next 2 dc, 
2 de in next de (1 dc increased), dc in 
next 3 de. Join. 3rd rnd: Ch 3, dc in 
each dc increasing 1 dc at opposite 
points of rnd. 4th rnd: Sc in same 
place as sl st, * ch 5, sc in next dc. 
Repeat from * around, ending with 
ch 5, sl st in first sc. Break off. Sew 
Center in place. 

Make 40 flowers for centerpiece and 
28 flowers for each side piece. 

For Centerpiece, tack 7 flowers to- 
gether at 2 opposite points, leaving 
2 petals free on each side of joining 
for each short side. Join 11 flowers 
in same manner for each long side. 
To form corner, join a flower to end 
flowers of 2 adjacent sides, leaving 
4 petals free on outer edge on corner 
flower. 


Narcissus Vanity Set 


For each side piece join 6 flowers 
for each side and one at each corner 
as before. 


HEADING .. . Attach Green to 
point of first free petal on inner edge 
of long side, sc in same place, * ch 6, 
sc in tip of next petal, ch 6, skip 
2 rows of next petal, make a long tr 
in end st of next row—to make a long 
tr, thread over hook 5 times—skip 
cluster on next petal, make a long tr 
in end st of next row, ch 6, sc in 
tip of next petal. Repeat from * across 
to corner, ending with sc. 


To Form Corner: Ch 4, (make a 
long tr in joining of next 2 petals) 
twice; ch 4, sc in tip of next petal, 
and work as for other side. Complete 
td, making corners as before. Join 
and break off. 


Cut 3 pieces of organdie, each 
slightly larger all around than inner 
edge of corresponding crocheted edg- 
ings. Make a narrow hem around each 
piece. Sew Edgings in place.

EDGING and INSERTION 


MATERIALS: 


J. & P. Coats Tatting-Crochet, Size 70, 
Rose (No. 46) and Bright Nile 
Green (No. 26-B) ... Steel Crochet 
Hook No. 14. 


EDGING—ROSE .. . Starting at 
center with Rose, ch 8. Join with sl st 
to forra ring. Ist rnd: 20 sc in ring. 
SI st in first sc. 2nd rnd: Ch 1, sc in 
same place as sl st, * ch 5, skip 3 sc, 
sc in next sc. Repeat from * around, 
ending with sl st in first sc. 3rd rnd: 
In each loop around make sc, half de, 
5 dc, half dc and sc. SI st in next sc 
on previous rnd. 4th rnd: * Ch 7, 
sc in mext sc on 2nd rnd. Repeat 
from * around. 5th rnd: In each loop 
around make sc, half dc, 7 dc, half dc 
and sc. Join and break off. 


LEAF .... Starting at tip with Green, 
ch 15. Ist row: Sc in 2nd ch from 
hook, sc in each ch across to within 
last ch, 3 sc in last ch (this is tip 
of Leaf), sc in each ch along oppusite 
side of starting chain, sc in same place 
as last sc. Mark last sc for base of 
Leaf. Hereafter pick up only the back 
loop of each sc. Do not turn but work 
sc in each sc to within 3 sc from cen- 
ter sc at tip of Leaf. Ch 1, turn. 2nd 
row: Sc in each sc to within marked sc, 
3 sc in marked sc, sc in each sc on 
other side to within 3 sc from center sc 
at tip of Leaf. Ch 1, turn. 3rd and 
4th rows: Sc in each sc to within cen- 
ter sc of 3-sc group, 3 sc in next sc, 
sc in each sc on other side to within 
last 3 sts. Ch 1, turn. 5th row: Same 
as 3rd row, making sc, ch 7 and sc in 
center sc of sc-group at base of Leaf. 
6th row: Sc in back loop of each sc 
to within ch-7 loop, in loop make 
(3 sc, ch 5) 3 times and 3 sc; sc in 
back loop of each sc across to within 
last 3 sts. Break off. Make necessary 
number of roses and leaves, and tack 
together in alternate order, having a 
rose at both ends. 


HEADING ... Ist row: Attach 
Green to center st of 2nd free petal on 
Rose, ch 8, sc in center st of next free 
petal, * ch 5, sc in next free picot on 
Leaf, ch 2, sc in next free picot, ch 5, 
tr in center sc on side of Leaf, ch 5, 
dc in center of next free petal on next 
Rose, ch 5, sc in center of next free 
petal on Rose. Repeat from * across, 
ending with sc in center of next petal. 
Ch 5, turn. 2nd row: * Dc in ch-5 sp, 
ch 2, de in next dc, ch 2, de in next 
ch-5 sp, ch 2, dc in next tr, ch 2, de in 
next ch-5 sp, (ch 2, dc in next sc) 
twice; ch 2, dc in next ch-5 sp, ch 2, 
dc in next sc, ch 2. Repeat from * 
across, ending with dc in last ch-5 sp, 
ch 2, dc in 3rd st of turning ch-8. 
Break off. 


INSERTION ... Work as for Edg- 


ing No. EI-283, making Heading on 


‘both long sides and being careful to 
have the same number of spaces.

Illustrated on page 5 
MATERIALS: 


J. & P. Coats Tatting-Crochet, Size 70, 
Blue (No. 8), and Hunter’s Green 
(No. 48), and 


J. & P. Coats or Clark's O.N.T. Six 
Strand Embroidery Floss, 2 skeins of 
Yellow (No. 9). 


Steel Crochet Hook No. 14. 


EDGING—FORGET-ME-NOT ... 
Starting at center of Flower with Blue, 
ch 1 loosely, ch 4 more in the usual 
manner. * Holding back on hook the 
last loop of each tr make 2 tr in 5th ch 
from hook, thread over and draw 
through all loops on hook (cluster), 
ch 4, sl st in same place as last tr 
was made (petal); ch 4, make a 2-tr 
cluster in same place as last cluster 
was made, ch 4, sl st in same place 
(another petal). Make 2 more petals 
(Forget-Me-Not completed). Ch 20. 
Repeat from * until piece measures 
114% times the length desired. With 3 
strands of Six Strand make a French 
knot (5 times over needle) in center 


of each Forget-Me-Not. 


HEADING ... 1st row: With Green 
make 10 sc, ch 3 and 10 sc over each 
ch-15 across. Turn. 2nd row: SI st 
in next 5 sc, * ch 9, sc in next ch-3 
loop, ch 9, skip 5 sc, tr in next sc, 
skip 4 sc on next loop, tr in next sc. 
Repeat from * across, ending with 
ch 5, skip 5 sc, tr in next sc. Ch 4, 
turn. 3rd row: In next sp make (dc, 
ch 1) twice; ** dc in next sc, ch 1, 
* in next sp make (dc, ch 1) 4 times. 
Repeat from * once more. Repeat 
from ** across. Break off. 


INSERTION ... Work as for Edg- 
ing No. EI-285 until the necessary 
number of flowers is completed. Attach 
Blue to center of last flower, * ch 15, 
sc in center of next flower. Repeat 
from * across. Break off. 

Now with Green, work Heading as 
for Edging working on both sides of 
flowers. Make more flowers as neces- 
sary and tack them in place as illus- 
trated with French knots.

SECOND PETAL... SI st in end sc 
of each row to base of petal.

Work as for 
First Motif until 3rd rnd of Base is 
completed. 4th rnd: Ch 4, in sp make 
2 tr, ch 1, sl st in any corner sp on 
First Motif, ch 1, 2 tr in same sp on 
Second Motif, tr in next dc, ch 1, 
sl st in corresponding sp on First 
Motif, ch 1, dc in next de on Second 
Motif, and complete as for First Motif, 
joining next three ch-2 sps and the 
following corner sp to corresponding 
sps of First Motif as before.

6th rnd: In each of next 2 
loops make sc, half dc, 7 dc, half dc 
and sc; in next loop make sc, half dc, 
4 dc; now complete rosette, attaching 
it to leaves on other side of stem as 


follows: Count 3 sets of free double 
leaves following the last leaf that was 
attached to the rosette, sl st in tip 
of 3rd free leaf on opposite side of 
stem, in same loop on rosette make 
3 dc, half dc and sc. Join remaining 
petals to tips of next 3 leaves on same 
side of stem as before. 


THIRD ROSETTE ... Make a 
rosette as before, attaching center dc 
of 3rd petal to tip of free leaf on 
other side of stem directly opposite the 
first leaf that was attached to previous 
rosette and complete rosette, joining it 
to tips of next 3 leaves as before. 


FOURTH ROSETTE ... Make and 
join same as Second Rosette. 


FIFTH ROSETTE ... Make and 
join same as Third Rosette. 
Continue in this manner until 13 
rosettes have been joined. This com- 
pletes one long side to within corner. 


CORNER ROSETTE ... Count 5 
sets of free double leaves and mark 
the 5th set. Make a rosette as before 
until 5th rnd is completed. 6th rnd: 
In next loop make sc, half dc, 7 dc, 
half dc and sc; in next loop make sc, 
half dc, 4 dc, sl st in tip of marked 
free leaf on other side of stem, in same 
loop on rosette make 3 dc, half dec 
and sc; (in next loop make sc, half dc 
and dc, sl st in tip of next leaf on 
same side of stem, 5 dc in same loop 
on rosette, sl st in tip of next leaf, in 
same loop on rosette make dc, half dc 
and sc) twice; complete rosette as be- 
fore, joining center dc of next petal 

to tip of next leaf as before. 
Now make 7 rosettes for short side, 
joining them alternately as Third and

J. & P. Coats Tatting-Crochet, Size 70, 
2 balls of Light Blue (No. 7), 1 
ball each of Hunter's Green (No. 
48) and Dark Yellow (No. 43)... 
Steel Crochet Hook No. 14... 
Organdie collar and cuff set. 


FIRST FLOWER ... Starting at base 
of flower, ch 6. Holding back on hook 
the last loop of each d tr make 2 d tr 
in 6th ch from hook, thread over and 
draw through all loops on hook (clus- 
ter made), ch 3, sl st in tip of cluster 
(picot made), ch 5, sl st in same place 
as cluster was made (petal completed), 
* ch 5, make a 2-d tr cluster in same 
place as last sl st, picot, ch 5, sl st 
in same place as last sl st (another 
petal). Repeat from * once more. Break 
off. Make necessary number of flowers 
to go along outer edges of collar and 
cuffs, allowing 1 inch between centers 
of flowers. 


HEADING ... Attach Green to base 
of flower, ch 5, make a 5-d tr cluster 
in same place (calyx), * ch 7, sl st 
in last picot of next flower, ch 7, make 
a 6-d tr cluster at base of next flower 
(another calyx). Repeat from * across, 


STAMENS ... Starting at base with 
Yellow, ch 9, * thread over, insert 
hook in 3rd ch from hook and draw 
loop through, (thread over, insert hook 
in same place and draw loop through) 
twice; thread over and draw through 
all loops on hook, ch 5, sl st in first 
ch made, ch 8. Repeat from * once 
more, thread over, insert hook in 3rd ch 
from hook and draw loop through, 
(thread over, insert hook in same place 
and draw loop through) twice; thread 
over and draw through all loops on 
hook, ch 5, sl st in first ch made. 
Break off. 

Sew stamens in place. Make similar 
stamens for each flower. Sew Edgings 
in place.

FIRST STRIP—First Flower...

Ist rnd: Sc in ring, * ch 5, holding 
back on hook the last loop of each 
d tr make 2 d tr in ring, thread over 
and draw through all loops on hook 
(cluster made), ch 3, sl st in tip of 
cluster (picot made), ch 5, sc in ring. 
Repeat from * 7 more times. SI st in 
first sc. Break off. 


CENTER ... With Dark Yellow, 


ch 4, 15 dc in 4th ch from hook. SI st 
in top of starting chain. Sew Center 
in place. 


SECOND FLOWER ... Starting at 
Center with Dusty Pink, ch 8. Join 
with sl st to form ring. Ist rnd: Sc in 
ring, ch 5, make a 2-d tr cluster in 
ring, ch 1, sl st in any picot on First 
Flower, ch 1, sl st in tip of cluster 
on Second Flower, ch 5, sc in ring 
and complete as for First Flower. 

Make 19 more flowers, joining each 
to previous one as Second was joined 
to First Flower, having 3 free picots 
on each side of joinings. 


HEADING .... Attach Green to tip 
of 4th free petal of end flower pre- 
ceding joining, ch 5, * dc in tip of 
next free petal, ch 5, sc in tip of next 
petal, ch 5, dc in tip of next petal, 
d tr in joining of flowers, ch 3, d tr 
in same place. Repeat from * across. 
Break off. Work Heading on opposite 
long side in this manner. Make another 
strip same as this. 


NECKBAND ... Work a third strip 
of 23 flowers as before, having 1 more 
ch on chains of lower heading of strip 
and 1 ch less between chains on upper 
heading of strip. Sew strips neatly in 
place.

in next dc, (ch 5, skip 1 dc, sc in 
next dc) 4 times. Repeat from * once 
more, joining Small Motif to 2nd But- 
tercup Motif as before and ending 
with sl] st in first sc.

Fourth Rosettes of long side were 
joined.

Cut a piece of organdie slightly 
larger all around than inside measure- 
ments of Insertion. Make a narrow hem 
all around. For bands, cut 4 pieces of 
organdie (one for each side) each 2 
inches wide and long enough to allow 
for mitering corners. Turn a Y% inch 
hem on each long side and double 
each piece, making a 34 inch band. 
Sew bands in place along outer edges 
of eines insertion, mitering corners 
to fit. 


EDGING—Rosette (Make 66) ... 
Work as for Rosettes of Insertion until 
4th rnd is completed. SI st in first sc. 
Break off. Tack rosettes in place as 
shown in illustration.
